Israel continues settlement

WASHINGTON, March 7 — WhUeron- 
trove^ swiris around America's stand on 
Israeli settlements in Jerusalem, Israel is pro- 
ceeding with a plan to introduce Jewish set- 
tlers into another part of the dt/s eastern 
Arab sector — the former demilitarized zone 
dose by the walled old dty. 

Hiis stretch of the old demilitarized zone 
— a buffer established by the 1 949 annistice 
to separate the Israeli-held and Arab- 
coniTollcd parts of Jerusalem — has been 
uninhabited since 1 967, vriien invading 
Israeli troops deared ±e zone of its long- 
standing Arab residents. 

The demilitarized zone was originally 
established on Arab-held land, and qualiries 
as occupied territory subjea to the provisions 
of U.N. Security ^uncU Resolution 242. 

Since 1 967, Israel has created five major 
Jewish suburte in the Arab sector of Jerus- 
lem, induding at least three housing projects 
in the northern section of the old demilitar- 
ized zone.

A.MMAN, Mardi 7 (R) — The Jordanian 
capital prepared to welcome French Presi- 
dent Vaicry Giscard cf Estaing as a friend of 
the Arab world after his stand for Palestinian 
h^ts during a Gulf tour this week. 

’ The Freni^ leader, wbo begins a two-day 
state visit to Jordan tomorrow, was ending 
the day privately in southern Jordan in the 
company of King Hussein.

French and Arab peoples" and “Giscard's 
visit strengthens peace hopes."

The problems of the displaced Palestinians 
and the continuing frraen occupation of Jor- 
dan's iei^e west bank and Arab east 
Jerusalem to dominate life in this country of 
three ntiUuMi people, two thirds of tiic Pales- 
tinian origin. 

But events in the past week have fired 
hopes in the Arab world that Israel can be

European diplomats in Biussels eaiiier this 
week said the nine Common .vlarket coun- 
tries were considering formally recogniang 
the Palestine Liberation Organization. 

They stud the French leader's repeated 
staiement that the Palestine problem was not 
a refugee problem, but that of a people with 
Lhe right to choose a homeland, was a further 
step in the prticcss. 

Giscard also took soundings during his 
Gulf UHir on what the community could do 
next uiproniotejnox'crall .vliddic East peace 
. ^ suttlemcm, the diplomats said. 

The president's J6-hour stay at Aqaba was 
offidally described by his spokesman as a 
; peiipd of rest, breaking up his hectic lU-day 
unr of six countries — the longest overseas 
trip he has made since taking office in 1974.

Chief Yasser .Arafat secretly in southern Jor- 
dan have never been conclusive denied by 
Freot^ ^icials-

Syrian troops 
pull out from 
parts of Beirut 

BEIRUT, vlardi 7 (Agencies) — Syrian 
peace-keeping troops Friday staned a plan- 
ned pull-out from parts d Beirut as the 
Lebanese government pressed ahead with 
natitmal recondiiation plans in an attempt to 
ax'oid fresh bloodshed. 

The Syrians handed over posidoas in parts 
of northeast and south Beirut to Lebwese 
Army regulars, but firmly maintained their 
grip on the largely viuslim western sector of 
Die capital. 

Miidim and nationalist groupings had 
objected to the army repladng the estimated 
8,000 Syrian troops in Beirut because they 
regard the Lebanese Army as sectarian and 
controlled by the right. 

But a government statement on Wednes- 
day outlining its prindples for for^ng 
national reconciliation stressed that the army 
would be rebuilt on a fair basis. 

A Syrian announcement last month that its 
troops wcMtld pull out from Beirut ca u sed 
fears of renewed hostilities between tiie 
right-wing militias and pro-Palestinian com- 
mandos that took part in the 1975-76 dvil 
war in which 60.000 people died. 

The fledgling Lebanese Army, which disin- 
tegrated during the dvil war. Friday took 
over about a draen miUtaiy checkpoints from 
the Syrian troops, but they were mostly in 
Christian areas that supponed the deploy- 
ment of the regulars. 

Right-wing Falangist radio said the local 
population received the troops with dieers 
and flowers.

in apologizing for the "mistaken" U.S. 
vote id the UN. securi^ Council last week 
condemning XsxaeTs settlements policy. Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter saidhe approved the vote 
"with the understanding that all references to 
Jerusalem would be deleted." 

Carter did not explain why the U.S. 
opposed the inclusion of Jerusalem as an 
"occupied teiritoiy", other than to say that 
the United States believed the Holy Q'ty 
should remain "undivided", with free access 
to reli^ous shrines, and that the dty* s status 
should be determined in later negotiations. 

After the signing of the Camp David 
accords in 1978, senior administration offi- 
dals told reporters the U.S. considered east 
Jerusalem to be part of the West Bank. 

The Camp David agreements themselves 
made no reference to Jerusalem. 

Since that time, the U.S. has been inten- 
tionally vague about the status of the tely 
Gty. 

However, the United States is on record as 
opposiog IsraeTs settlements policy in East 
Jerusalem. 

In 1969, dnringthe Nixon adounistration, 
the U.S. voted in favor of a unanimous Sec- 
urity Council resolution condeaming Israel 
for its attempts to alter the status of 
Jenisalem — induding "expropriation of 
land and properties thereon" — and 
"0110011/’ caDing on the Zionist state to 
resand sudi measures "forthwith" . 

The 1969 resolution — number 267 — is 
essentially the same with regard to Jerusalem 
as the one passed by the Security Council last 
weekend — number 465. 

The Carter administration has offered no 
ejqtlanation as to why it dsagreed with the 
Jerusalem dauses in the latest resolution. 

However, Egypt’s minister of state for 
foreign affairs Friday put down to elec- 
tioneeruig President Chef’s backtracking 
on a UN. Security Coondl resolution calling 
for the discnantlemeai of Jewish settiements. 

Dr. Boutros Gfaali told a press coifference 
the rignificance of a statement that the UJS. 
had erred in supporting the resolution last 
Saturday bad bera exaggerated. 

The main thing was that the security coun- 
cil adopted the resolutiem unanimously, he 
said. 

Ghali suggested that political considera- 
tions may have influenced Carter in the pros' 
idential election year in which be is running 
for a second term. 

He told reporters tiiat if they considered 
that "now we have the election year (then) 
you can have an explanation about this (Car- 
ter’s statement)." 

Asked vriiether there was flexibility by 
Israel at tiie autonomy negotiations, Ghali 
repUed,"If there is no flexibility, there will be 
no negotiations. We hope Israd win be more 
flexible, so that the target date of iMay 26 win 
not become a deadline." 

Ghali said if no progress was adiieved in 
the antemomy negotiations by iVlay 26, Egypt 
would have to lcx)k for other alternatives. 

The minister dedincd to say alterna- 
tives E^t would use and said taking about 
alternatives now while the negotiations were 
going on would be counter-productive. 

The next roond of autonomy talks, on chief 
of delegates level, is due to be held by the end 
of this month. 

U.S. support for the Security Coundl 
resolution condemning Israeli settlement pol- 
ity triggered warning lights in Israel Thurs- 
day that the United States was adopting a 
tough line on the Palestine issue. 

In a Parliament debate. Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin brushed aade Cartel’s plea 
that the U.S. vote for the resolution was an 
error. Washington dearly supported parts d 
the resolution whidi be said "e]q)ress^ total 
hostiihy to the state of IsraeL" 

Former prime minister Yitzhak Rabin 
warned that the United States was moving 
toward a policy supporting Palestinian inde- 
pendence in the occupied W^t Bank of the 
Jordan and in part of Jerusalem following a 
transition peri^ of Palestinian autonomy. 

After a five- hour debate, the Knesset 
approved a government-sponsored resolu- 
tion rejecting the Security Cbundl action b>’ a 
vote of 52-37 with two abstentions. 

Industrial zones 
to get SR2 billion 

RIYADH, .March 7 (SPA) — The Indus- 
trial Develc^ment Fund will give loans for 
the establishment of industries in small towns 
even if tiiey are self-suSident in dties, the 

iNGnister of Induspy and Qectridty, Dr. 
Ghazi Algosaibi said. 

In addition, he announced that during the 
third Five-Year Plan a SR2,000 million will 
be spent on the formation of industrial zones. 
Expanaon will be established in Khaims 
Mu^iait and Medina, as well as Ai Khobar 
and Dammam. Presently industrial zones 
exist in lUyadh, Jeddah and the Eastern Pro- 
vince. 

The conditions for establishing these zones 
will be easy in order to encourage dtizens 
into buaness. Or. Algosaibi said this is in 
oompliance with the mioisii/s plans. 

He said the industrial projects will open in 
remote areas, some of which are the fruit 
fecK>iy in Baha and the sugar processing fac- 
toiy in the South, where a sugar cane study is 
un^ru'ay. 

The gf^'emment gives priority to die local 
prodnes as it has already done in the basic 
aluminum and water factories, he added.

Egyptians rally against 
normalization with Israel 


CAIRO, .March 7 (R) — Egyptian .Muslim 
ftindameotalists Friday publicly voiced their 
opposition to the normalization of 
^^tian-Tsiaeli relations and desaibed the 
Jews as "pnemies of God andHis Phophet 
.Muhammad." 

Several hundred men attended a rally 
staged by Islamic groups at Cairo's Grand 
.Mosque of Al Azhar after Friday 
prayers. They shouted anti- Jewish slogans 
and urged .Muslims throughout the world to 
liberate al-Aqsa .Mosque in Jerusalem. 

They said the mosque, in Arab east 


Jerusalem had been "captured by the 
enemies of AJIah.” 

Uniformed and plain clothes police stood 
outside the mosque in Cairo's Khan El-Halil 
Baaar district but took no action. 

Referring to the normalizing of relations 
between Egypt and Israel, a pamphlet distri- 
buted by the organizers of the rally said "the 
Jews have now entered Egypt to implement 
their plans and realize their dream of estabi- 
isbing the greater Israel from the Nile to the 
Euphrates."

Soviets suffer heavy losses in offensive 


WASHINGTON, .March 7 (AP) — Over 
1 00 Soviet soldiers were killed in the capture 
of one town in eastern Afghanistan from 
anti-Marxist fighters according to intellig- 
ence sources here. 

The American sources said tiie Rosrians 
“paid a price" for taking Asmar, a town near 
the Pakistan border. There was no informa- 
tion on the number of Rnsaan wounded. 
Tribesmen also "took a beating," the intel- 
ligence sources said. 

About three battalions of Soviet troops 
took pan in an aj^rently successful drive to 
gain control of roads and towns in the Konar 
valley, described as a rdsel stron^old. 

Some analysts regard the Konar valley 
sweep as the forerunner of a major Soviet 
spring offensive. They repon the Russians 
are gathering supplies in preparation for a big

Americans 
see no aid 
to Pakistan 

WASHINGTON, .March 7 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Jimmy CaneTs National Security 
Adviser Zbigniew Bizezinski has said that 
P a Iris tan’ s dedsion to reject an offer of 
emergenty U.S. assistance “suits us Just 
fine." 

Bizeziaski said the aid was still available, 
but American offidals, speaking privately, 
said that flie chances d American aid going 
to Pakistan this year have dwindled almost to 
nil. 

Bizezinski, appearing Thursday at a 
"National Town .Meeting," was asked about 
reports that Agita Shahi, Pakistan's foreign 
affairs adviser, had said PaUstan wasn't 
interested in the U.S. offer of $ 400 million in 
economic and military aid, spread over two 
years. 

The aid offer was made shortly after the 
Soviet invasion of neighboring Afj^anistan. 

lhe administzation advised Pakistan in 
January that it would seek a waiver from 
Congress to ship the aid despite the nudear 
program. But Pakistan's President Zia 
Ul-H^ spumed it as "peanutY' and told the 
United States to delay asking for the waiver. 
On Wednesday, Shahi said &tly that Pakis- 
tan was not interested. 

" We have to very sensitive to the special 
political position of these countries. In their 
view, their security interests would be best 
served if in the first instance they were sup- 
ported by a collective front of Islamic states, 
and sad a front is developing, Mth economic 
assistance from the richer Arab countries 
flowing to Pakistan," Bizezinski said. 


valley operation, and they predict the present 
estimated 80,000 Russian troops in 
Afghanistan wiU be reinforced to as many as 
150,000. 

U.S. Defense Secretary Harold Brown told 
the Coundl of Foreign rdations in New York 
that the Rusrians can prevail in Afghanistan, 
but only at a steep cost. He implied they had 
miscalculated "the active resistance of 
nationalisticpeoples to outside domination." 

According to current U.S. estimates, the 
Russians have suffered between 4,000 and 
5,000 casualties, including 700 to 900 dead, 
since invading Afghanistan in late December. 
.Most of the casualties are believed to have 
resulted from sniping and other hit-and-run 
attacks. 

Intelligence offidals provided no estimates 
of losses sustained by the Afghan govern- 
ment army, which is backed by Rusrian 
troops. The Afghan army is said to be down 
to fewer than 40,000 men because of deser- 


tions and defections since Rusrian forces 
entered the country. Before the invasion, the 
Afghan army totaled about 100,000. 

Although Brown said the Russians can 
prevafl, mtelligence specialists doubt that the 
Soviets will succeed in stamping out resis- 
tance entirely. 

If the full offensive comes, the Muslims are 
considered likely to fade into the mountains 
aod resume their attacks later. Perhaps their 
most deadly enemies are Soviet helicopter 
gunships that can hover over the hills and 
strike at small bands of tribesmen. 

.Meanwhile the U.S. State Department 
reported Thursday that Rosrian forces are 
showing signs of digging in for the long haul. 

State Depanment spokesman Hodding 
Carter said the Russians have installed a 
command structure in' Afghanistan. He also 
told newsmen the Soviets are digging wells, 
laying cables and preparing to build barracks 
and military dubs.

JEDDAH. March 7 — Joint ventures in 
business and industrial projects are inaeas- 
ing in Saudi Arabia, one government 
spokesman said. 

Minister of Industry and ElectriciQr, Dr. 
Gfaaa Algosaibi, told Arab News, “We (the 
ministry) have licensed more joint ventures 
in the last three years than in the last 1 S years 
before that." However, Algosaibi on Wed- 
nesday said joint ventures serve the mutual 
needs of both the Saudi investor with bis capi- 
tal and the foreign partner with his technol- 
ogy and skills. 

“This marriage proves very successful." he 
added. Algosaibi was in Jeddah to review 
local businesses and to deliver a speedi at the 
King Abdul Aziz Univeisity. Two of the 
burinesses he visited are a good example of 
joint ventures within Saudi Arabia, he said. 

The Saudi Cable Company and the Ara- 
bian Dry Cells Company are young com- 
panies that are “good examples of businesses 
that can survive and flourish." 

The Arabian Dry Cells Company is worth 
SR37 million and wfll produce 60 million 
batteries a year. In addition plans are being 
made to export the product. Already the 
company has a market in .Medina and Mecca. 
The company's controlling board consists of 
Saudi stockholders, with Prince Nawaf ibn 
Abdul Aziz as its chairman. The company 
produces ordinary diy cells for transistorized 
equipment, and heavy-duty batteries with 
medium and high voltage. 

The technology for Arabian Dry Cells 
Company is provided by Finland. Under its 
15-year contract, Airam Oy guaranteed to 
suj^Iy technical expertise. In addition the 
Honish company will design a specific prog-

BEI RU r. vlarch 7. ( R) — Lebanese Pres- 
ident Elias Sarkis has presented a plan for 
narional unity in Lebanon, a country shat- 
tered bv five years of violence and civil war. 

Hie plan was based on a declaration issued 
Wednesday night after a cabinet meeting 
which asserted the need for the state to 
impose its authority on all parts of the coun- 
try aud described the rightist controlled bor- 
der enclave in the south as under Israeli 

occupation. 

rhe declaration backed the campaign for a 
Palestinian homeland but rejected the per- 
manent settleinent of Palestinians on Leban- 
ese soil. 

it fdlowed government discussions uith 
various political groupings in Lebanon after 
an announccinent by Syria that it was with- 
drawing its peace-keeping troops from 
Beirut. 

rhis had aroused fears of renewed fac- 
ttonaJ hostilities between the rival miliiius 
whidi fought each other in the l*J75-7h civil 
war. 

In his speech over state television and 
radio, Sarkis said the govemincnt categori- 
cally rejected "the existence of statelets in it 
(Lebanon! and at its expense. We also reject 
the continuation of the present divisions 
under which we live." 

" rhe scene must be cleared of all the 
entities that grnwat the expense of the hoine- 
land and should be replaced by the state with 
its legal resources alone, without the pres- 
ence of armed groups — Lebanese or non- 
Lebanese”. Sarkis said. 

Sarkis also indicated the government s 
commitment to a l^*’ agreement which 
allows the Palestinian co.mnand^is to use part 
of southern Lebanon a.s a base for operations 
against Israel. 

rhe cabinet declaration said the state's 
authority should be reestablished up to the 
internationally-recognized b>^rder and called 
for the ending of all challenges to its rule. 

It also CiTipbasized the Arab character of 
Lebanon and its commitment to opposing 
Israel. 

ries with Syria were based on mutual 
respect and dose cooperation, the stateineni 
added.

BAGHDAD, vlarch 7(R) — Arab minis- 
ters of labor and sodal affairs began a lU-day 
conference here fbursday to discuss sod^ 
security, migration of Arab workers and the 
brain drain, the Iraqi News Agency reported. 

Iraqi vlinister Babakr vlahmoud Rassoul, 
who was elected diairman, said the meeting 
was significant because it was being held for 
the first time in Baghdad, seat of the Arab 
Labor Organization (ALO). 

rhe previous conference — the seventh — 
was held in Khartoum last year. 

rhe president of the ALO Board, Ali Ai- 
Firas, praised Iraq's aid to the organization 
and said it had helped to ^ced up the 
implementation of programs for developing 
services to the Arab working dass. 


WASHING TON. vlarch 7 { R) — U5. and 
West German officials failed to reach agree- 
ment on a new finandai aid package for Tur- 
key during a joint Washington visit by Chan- 
cellor Helmut Sdimidt and Finance Minister 
Hans Mattboefer. diplomatic sources have 
Said. 

The sources said Ibursday h<^ reoiaiaed 
that a package of $ 1 billion or more could be 
assembled by .March 27, when the Organiza- 
tion for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) is due to meet in Paris 
for a ‘‘pledging session'* on Turkey. 

The Germans, who are leading the effort to 
raise the aid for Turkey from about 20 coun- 
tries left here insisting ffiat their goal could be 
readied only if Boon and Washington contri- 
buted more to this year’s package chan to last 
yeafs. 

Officials said Bonn's aim was to assemble 
about S 1.2 billion in aid, with the U.S. and 
West Germany putting up about $ 300 mil- 
lioneacb.Lastyearea^country cootributed 
about $ 200 million. 

The Germans argue diat without increased 
commitments from Washington and Bonn — 
traditional leaders in efforts to assure an 
economically viable and militarily strong 
Turkey — other states could not be expected 
to increase their aid. 

In his budget for the riscal year beginning 
in October. President Jimmy Carter asked for 
$ 200 million in econonu'e aid for Turkey. 

The sources said Treasury Secretaiy G. 
V\^lliam Miller and other U.S. officials stres- 
sed to Matthoefer that the Carter administra- 
tion was planning spending cuts. 

In these drcumstances, they said, it would 
be difficult to go to Congress with a request 
for more aid to Turkey. 

Bul according to the sources, U.S. offidals 
were now underlining what they call the qual- 
ity of aid, meaning the speed with vriiich new 
money could be made available. 

Mean\Miilc, the United Nations said 
Thursday that Turkey has joined a project to 
construct a lu,000-kilometer north-south 
motorway from the Baltic coast across 
Europe to the frontier of the Middle East. 


KUWAIT, .March 7. (R) — IsraeU 
withdrawal ^m Arab lands occupied in 
1967 and recognition of the Palestinian 
people's to self-determination were 
tbe two essential fectors for a just and 
permanent peace in the .Middle East, 
according to a joint statement by Kuwait 
and Luxeqibonig. 


The statement was issued Wednesday- 
night at the end of an official visit to 
Kuwait by the Luxembourg Foreign 
.Minister Gaston Thorn. 

The two sides stressed the importance 
of Arab- European dialogue as a positive 
sign of developing Arab-Europ^n rela- 
tions and expressed their determination to 


provide eveiy opponunity for such a 
dialogue. 

There was an identity of vic«vs nn a 
number of international issues they 
cussed, the statement said. 

The two countries have also announced 
the establishment of diplomatic Fclatioqs 
at ambassadorial level. 


Police official murdered in Turkey 


ANKARA, vlarch. 7 (AP) — A group of 
terrorists killed a police official in the south- 
eastern town of Silvan Thursday, officials 
reported. 

Isa Parlak, governor of Silvan, said a team 
of policemen surrounded a house in the town 
after receiving a tip that three fugitive terror- 
ists. sought on murder charges, were hiding 
there. 

The terrorists, he said, responded with 
machine-gun fire to a pc^ice’call for surren-

crions each of a unique diaracter. Over in 
e last fifteen years, 4he various secdons 
tve shifted as prosperity lias plowed new 
ounil The result of the appearance ^ these 
.‘w shops has the db^cement of the 
d to dioice areas. 

Fhe silver (naiicec the area behind the 
ueen's building is a bustling trade center for 
ectronics diops, jewelry and fabric, fre- 
jented by shears of every nadonali^. To 
e east, op the crowded main artery street 
aabil Street lies Bab Mecca. Ibe streets are 
Jed with (niddle dass ftianlies eager to pur- 
lase. The gold shops ate well-decorateii, air 
*nditioned, yet very small. It is armmoo to 
e fifteen customers jammed into each shop 
igerly asking for ead intiiging piece to be 
sighed, and hs price computed. 

Bab .Mecca was once the cenierof the silver 
arkei in Jeddah. In the last ten years, the 
iver shops there have almost disappeared 
.ve four small shops, three of whid are on 
e quiet western edges of the gold suq. For- 
nately, the silver market has not disai>- 
!ared from Jeddah altogether. One by one, 
e silver craftsmen who have not switched to 
adiog in gold, have moved their businesses 
Bab Shareef, the Yemeni suq. Here, the 
aft of producing diver jewelry still thrives. 
Bab Shareef is different. Its relatively quiet 
reels are lined with one — story mud brick 
alls interrupted occasionally by small one 
<om shops. No neon signs readi out to the 
)tential customers who walk purposefully 
lum its streets. Browdng is not common. 
Some of the most commonly sold goods 
dude the Yemeni wide leadier belts, cents, 
ishas, household wares and ^ver. Tens of 
uU ^ver operate briskly here, as 
ey have for decades. Tb^ are usually man> 
rd by one or two craftsmen who sit long 
Hirs in the shops acting as salesmen, buyers, 
id artisans. They fasluon the jewelry as they 
amed the craft. 

Circular fans mm overhead in most shops, 
by one or two bare hanging ligfaebuibs. The 
en at either on the floor, ci^iioned with 
ats and pillows, or on low stools, bent over 
eir work, legs tucked under. 


Friends pass by every few minutes. Some 
shout greetings as they pass on their way. 
Others stop by a chat, diaku^ everyone' s 

hand as they pass on their way. Others stop by 
for a chat, shaking everyone's hand as ^ey 
enter, stepping over the pots and bowls and 
tools scattered on the floor. They tit among 
the workers who continue working while 
engaged in lively conversation. 

Should a dealer enter a shop, wishing to 
ti^e or sen a {riece, one of the artisans makes 
him welcome.' Pertiaps he will send a yonng 
boy down the dusty street to the nearest cafe 
to bring a pot of heavQy sweetened tea on a 
sQver tray with small dear gifl« demi-tasse 
cD^. The transaction and bargaining is done 
quickly in bushed voices. Whether a trade or 
asale is conduded, all parties usually leave on 
good terms, saluting each other politely. 

Hie shop of .yfubammad Abnu^ Shajin of 
Bab Shareef spedalizes in fashioning belts 
(Abzimah) and the bib-like necklaces that 
resemble chain mail, (Shairiyyaat) . The walls 
of his $b(^ are decorated with numerous 
sanq>les of these pieces. He has operated the 
shop for (wer ten years, dealing in these two 
items. He is relatively prosperous, with this 
wood paneling and modem tools. 

** The bedouin order these belts most fre- 
quently. explained .vfr. Shayba's young 
assistant who is originally firom Pakistan. 

‘ We produce the belts in botii sflver and gold, 
but more people request diver." 

.Mr. Shayba sat cross-l^ged on the Boor of 
his shop, carefully forming the beads (Oum- 
maq) that will decorate the bottom ^ge of 
the belts. He conqsleted fashiomng the l^ds 
by soldering silver loops to each one with a 
blow torch. 

The production of newsflver pieces is lively 
in Bab Shareef. In addition to new jewelry, 
many diops have small, moderately priced 
selections of second band jewelry. These 
pieces are frequently left intaa In their origi- 
nal arrangements. 

In contrast to the liveliness of Bab Shareef, 
the diver suq in Bab .Mecca has all but disap- 
peared. The lofty lattice vrindowed bmldings 
of the Turkish quarter no longer loom over a 
busy suq once bursting with the tinkering 
sounds of the silver craftsmen. Those sounds 
have been replaced by the voices of hundred 
of customers passing from shop to shop ask- 
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ing prices of gold jewelry. Ihe other sound 
that predominates in the area is the sound of 
the airconditiooeTS in the gold shc^. At ni^t 
the suiToupding bufidiogs seem to glitter with 
3 yellow glow from that small crowded street. 

Those u4io shop in the gold suq are predo- 
minandy middle dass Saudi families who now 
have ample wealth to invest in large amounts 
of gold jewelry. Armfuls of 21 carat bracelets 
are seen there on lady customers as they tiy 
on more bracelets to add to their collections. 

Ihe customers buy furiously. Ihe suq only 
rests at prayer time, when every mer^nt 
doses his shop for a few nrinutes. Once the 
doors are open again, the customers flow in, 
in droves. 

Amid the booming glittered gold market 
lie the remnants of the once exdusively stiver 
suq. Ihree shops, dimly lit by bluish floures- 
cent light, huddle together on the dark west- 
ern edge id the gold market. One other silver 
shop sits right in the middle of the gold shops 
— me last surviving representative of the now 
displaced craft. 

'These silver shops are run by old, modest 
merchants who wear the costume of the 
Yemen and the Hadramaut. The merchants 
dt huddled in conversation with an equally 
andent crony or two. Their customers are 
frequent, but few in comparison with the gold 
market up the street. 

Ihese shops display more second haiui 
jewelry than their ' counterparts in Bab 
Shareef. They buy their new jewelry from 
Bab Shareef. One diver shop in Bab .Mecca is 
relatively pro^erous — that of .Mr. Ibrahim 
Ba Oawo^. 

“It is predominantly foreigners who like 
these old pieces," .Mr. Ba Dawood says. “1 
sell the new jewelry (again belts and neck- 
laces) to ruTid people. .My budness is pros- 
perous." 

When asked if hisduldren would follow his 
exan^le by dealing in diver, he seemed qoitc 
certain they would. Yet his sons are still too 
young to take part in the business. .Mr. Ba 
Dawood is the only merchant consdexing 
reamining in Bab .Mecca for stiver trade. Ihe 
others are not optimbtic about the market in 
that area. 

At another silver shop in Bab .Mecca, two 
old men mused that their shop will be dosed 
when the owner retires. The owner slowly 
stood up from his seat and pointed up the 
street toward the bustling gold market, “ My 
son propers in his gold shop. 1 am an old 
man. 1 cannot change over to dealing in gold. 
Beddes, I have worked in silver all my life. I 
learned this art from my father. For thirty 
years I have run this shop." 

One diver shop in Bab Mecca is now 
entirely surrounded by gold dealers. Abdul- 
lah .Muhammad al-Gtnart has been in that 
shop for thirty five years. “Budness used to 
be very good. Now, look around. People want 
to buy gold. They have more money now. We 
vim switch over to gold next year, Inshallah. 
We will have aircondttioning and a decor 
dmflar to these other shops." 

His grandson speaks up: “Gold jewdiy is 
. easier to produce, since one uses oiadiiRes.r. 
Silver is made by hand. Ifs very slow and 
tiring to make diver jewelry." Three men 
interrupt his thought as they enter the store. 
One of them kne^ down to speak with .>fr. 
al-Qinari, who is seated on a low stool. He 
unfolds a brown cloth in his arms, to reveal 
two beautiful newly fashioned silver ankle 
bracelets. .Mr. al-Gmari bargains care^y 
for them. Both he and the seller seem pleased 
vrith the final price. .Mr. al-Qmari then seb 
them carefully in his display case. 

Despite the disappearance of the silver 
trade from Bab .Mecca, a silver market con- 
tinues to thrive in Jeddah, at Bab Shareef. 
The survival of the market depends on the 
continued demand for diver. Those who will . 
insure the survival of the craft are those rural 
folk and otfaeia of moderate means who can- 
not afford gold, foreign pilgrims who trade or 
buy silver, and other predominantly western 
viators who seek out traditional jewelry anti- 
ques. 

Mr. Ba Dawood explains bis personal 
optimism about the future demand for silver 
in Jeddah: 

“During the Hajj, the entire suq does its 
best business. Goth, spices, gold, silver, all 
sell quickly. Many pilgrims bring fine tradi- 
tional diver jewelry jneces from home to sell. 
Others buy our silver goods as the silver mar- 
kets in tbeir borne countries are prosperous, 
too. I will continue to deal in diver because it 
will always be in demand."

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A MATTER OF TIME 


Presidea t Giscard d'Estaing's drarnatic declaratioa of bis 
support Sor ithe Palestinian right to self-determination, wel- 
come as it wa s to the Arab world, was not really a surprise. The 
French stand on the .vtiddle East began shifting toward a 
clearer perce:ption of the heart of the problem from the time 
when, just al^ter the 1967 war. President Oe Gaulle started 
phasing out t he Franco-Israeli “special relations.” The pres- 
ent stand is tlierefore more in the nature of a culminating of 
this long proc;es5 than a new departure in French policy. 

The French presidenfs dioice of the place in which to 
make his anmouncement is significant. Kuwait has a large 
concentration of Palestinians to whom the French decision has 
an immediate • relevance. The timing was significant too. It 
came just afteir the government of the United States chose to 
berate its Wes tern allies for their “Pro-PLO bias” at a time 
when the Am>ericans are attempting to push through their 
Camp David disal. France — and with it America's European 
allies — was-as serting its own independence of the American 
present line on a .vliddle East settlement. 

Another possible factor affecting Frendi timing was the 
imminence of a similar British declaration. This would have 
done away witlh the lead France has assumed among the 
European natioins when it comes to the problem of the .Middle 
East. In Britain, the coming to power of the Conservative 
government constituted a positive step in the direction of a 
British recogniti-on of Palestinian rights — so much so that a 
Labor Party lead er recently told some Arab officials that at no 
time in its history did the British Foreign Office have such a 
strong *• Pro- Arab" element. 

The story is nnuch the same in the Federal Republic of 
Germany and the: other European states. It is only a matter of 
time before the whole of Europe recognizes the right of the 
Palestinians to self-determination in their own state. This is 
‘admitted by the Israelis themselves, who view this develop- 
ment with extreme apprehension. 



The Sharett Diaries: Israel’s secret war exposed (1)

Since .Menahem Begin came to power in .May 
1977. IsraeFs international position has deterior- 
ated sharply. Today a growing number of Israelis 
are uneasily aware that it is Israel rather than the 
Arabs whom the outside world blames for the fail- 
ure to reach a peaceful settlement in the .\fiddle 
East rfaey are disconcerted by the realization that 
they can no longer count on automatic Western 
(and not nec^essarily even on American) support for 
the policy which has served Israelso well in the past: 
the policy of provoking Arab hostility and then 
taking advantage of it to carry out a carefully pre- 
pared plan for territorial expansion. 

For those who still doubt that this has been the 
conasteot policy of successive Israeli governments 
ever since tile establishment of the state, an inqires- 
rive body of evidence is just coming to light Tfu 
[Holies Moshe Sharett vdio was IsraeFs f^t fore- 
ign minister under David Ben Gurion and then 
briefly (19S4-S5) prime minister, have recently 
been published — after unsuccessfol attempts by 
the Israeli establishment to suppress or at least cen- 
sor them — in Hebrew. A first translation into 
English has now been made, though not yet pub- 
lished. 

This translation, by the Italian writer and journal- 
ist Livia Rokadi, of whidi substantial extracts are 
shortly to be published by the Association of Arab 
American University Graduates in the United 
States, makes dear much that has until now been 
shrouded in deliberate obscurity. 

.vloshe Sharett was in charge of the Zioiust 
movement's external relations for a total of 23 
years, first as head of the Political Department of . 
the Jewish Agency from 1933 to the establishraent 
of the Israeli state in 1948 and then as foreign 
minister from 1 948 until shortly before the Suez 
crisis in 1 956. His diaries show that, while he shared 
the general aims of the Zionist movement under the 
'lea(Jership of David Ben Gurion, induding its ter- 
ritorial aims, he differed from Ben Gurion over the 
methods by whidi to adiieve them. Relatively 
speaking. Sharett was a dove by comparison witii 
Ben Gurion, the Supreme hawk whose '"activist” 
polides dominated tiie early years of the state and 
were carried into execution by such devoted aco- 
lytes as .vloshe Dayan and Ariel Sharon (the pres- 
ent minister of agriculture and leading advocate of 
intensive Jewish settlement on the occupied West 
Bank) 

rhis mudi has long been known to the Israeli 
public and to students of Israeli affairs abroad. 
What could not be established until the publication 
of the Sharett diaries was the precise nature of the 
conflict that went on widiin the Israeli cabinet, and 
sometimes between it and the defense and seoirity 
establishment, over the best means of con^)leting 
the pajtial victory won over the Arabs in 1948. 
What the diaries record is the rearguard action — 


the ultimately unsuccessful rearguard action — 
fought by Sharett during tbe 1950s against Ben 
Gurion's policy of unceasing but hidden aggression 
against all of Israers Arab Neighbors. In this 
respect the Sharett diaries can be compared in their 
nature and potential effect to the Pentagon Papers, 
whose publication revealed the fraudulent and 
unconstitutional methods adopted by the govern- 
ment oftheUoitedStatesinitspursiiitofthewarin 
Vietnam. 

In the same way the Sharett diaries document, in 
the form of a day-to-day record compiled for the 
writer's own eyes alone, irithout thought of publica- 
tion, the violent strategems by whidi Ben Gurion 
and his associates sou^i at once to destabilize the 
Arab countries on Israel's borders and at the same 
time to pose to tbe outside world as tbe unofifending 
vkdoL ^ Arab intraarigenoe. . 

liie(teceptionwas'avita]part(^thestrat^. The 
Zionist lobby in the United States was not yet fully 
organized and its c»ntrol over American (pinion 
and poli^-maldng was still insecure. Ben <Wion 
was acutely aware of Israefs dependence on West- 
ern support and of the need to hide from Western 
eyes the brutal and illegal mediods by whidi he 
proposed to complete the destruction of IsraeTs 
enemies and gain control of what was left of Arab 
Palestine after the 1 948 war. 

Sharett began to keep his diary on OcL 9, 1953, 
just after Ben Gurion had announced his intention 
to resign and retire to his kibbutz in tbe Negev, 
leaving Sharett to succeed him. What Sharett only 
realized later was that die "retirement' (like his 
own succession) was part of an elaborate Parade, 
whose primary aim was to mislead Western opin- 
ion. Ben Gurion was known as a hawk. Sharett as a 
dove, so that when one was succeeded by the other 
the inference would be drawn in Washington and 
London and at the United Nations that I^el was 
turning its back on violence and looking to Sharett, 
tbe dovish diplomat, to resolve its remaining prob- 
lems and reach a sensible accommodation with the 
Arabs. IMth foreign anxieties tbusrelaxed.it would 
be ail the earier to pursue, clandestinely and vrith- 
but the knowledge even of the new prime minister, 
the strong-arm policies Miidi — if they ^ould be 
exposed — could always be explained away as a 
"spontaneous” and quite unauthorized response to 
Arab aggression. 

Before leaving for the Negav, Ben Gurion made 
two appointments which disturbed Sharett To suc- 
ceed himself as minister of defense (whidi be had 
combined with the premieiship) he diose Pinhas 
Lavon, a leading “activist”; and as army chief of 
staff, he nominated .vloshe Dayan, tbe most 
devoted supporter of Ben Gurion and a man whom 
Sharett fnistrusted, as his diary records, on account 
of his“endless capadty for plotting and intrigue” . It 
was thes&two men who were behind the first major 
controversy in which Sharett now found himself 
involved. 


In an inddent on the Jordanian border early in 
October (1953) an Israeli woman and her two Ail- 
dren had been killed. In response to the outcry in 
Israel, Ben Gurion had sanctioned, on the eve of his 
retirement, a large-scale reprisal attack. Sharett, 
who was not aware of the scale of the proposed 
action, opposed it in prindple. pointing out that the 
Jordanian government had publidy coademned the 
border inddent and promised to do everything in its 
power to prevent a recorrenoe. His diaiy for Oct. 14 
records an exdhange witii Lavon, the new minister 
of defense. 

‘7 toid Lavon that his (attack) will be a grave ■ 
mistake and readied, citing variotis precedents, that 
these reprisal actions do not serve tiidr declared 
purpose. Lavon siniled and stuck to his point of, 
view.

From then on, Israel was on d 
road to Suez, which yms planned and represented 
the world as one more “defensive’' reaction to An 
“aggressioa” by an Israel oi whose peaceab 
character .vloshe Sharett, the “moderate" pria^ 
minister was the deceptive — and in reality powe 
less — symbol. 

But when he considered the time was ripe for ti 
Suez adventure, Ben Gurion brusquely elbowe ' 
Sharett aside and once again assumed the commac 
himself, with Dayan as his (hosen instruma 
Dayan was the perfect man for the job, being —lit 
Ben Gurion himself — “bloody.boldandresoli) “ 
and untroubled by the slightest scruple. .

enthusiasm for joining, tbe army. 
In a lead story, Okaz quoted 
French President Gisettrd iTEsta- 
ing as having stressed tiie rights of 
the Palestinian people and keep- 
ing the Gulf region out of interna- 
tional disputes. Al Yom led with 
Arab and Ishinic Jenunciauon of 
the American stance on rhe Jeivish 
settlements on the occupied Arab 
territories. 

Ihc newspapers gav'c front- 
page treatment to Information 
vlinister Dr. viuhammud Abdo 
famanrs denial of any clashes on 
the borders between the Kingdom 
and North Yemen. Fliey also 
frontpaged the sixth graduation of 
officers at King Abdul Aziz vlilit- 
ary .Academy under the auspices 
of Prince Sultan, the minisier of 


defense and aviation. Fhe murder 
of Salim AJ-Lawzi. editor of the 
London-based Al Hawadetk 
magazine, received front-page 
prominence in newspapers. Okaz 
said in a front-page story that Ira- 
nian religious leader Ayatollah 
Khdimeini has approved a meeting 
between the International Probe 
Committee and the U.$. hostages 
in Tehran. 

In their editorials, the newspap- 
ers praised French recognition of 
the legitimate rights of the people 
of Palestine. They also continued 
to write on America's backing 
away froin its stance in the Sec- 
urity Council of condemning 
Israel for its settlements policies. 
They reiterated that the sudden 
U.S. attitude was the outcome of 
the Zionist pressure. 

In an editorial. com- 
mended France's recognition of 
Palestinian rights and described it 
as a “historic event”. It said that 
France has always taken the initia- 
tive in supporting just causes and 


worked to achieve peace and sta- 
bility in -the world. The paper 
urg^ European states to follow 
suit of ^France and should not hesi- 
tate to support the principle of 
right and justice. Palestinian rights 
represented the crux of the whole 
vCddle East problem and its solu- 
tion would provide a key to a just 
and comprehensive peace in the 
region, said the paper. 

On the same subject, Okaz 
described the French stance as a 
significant international tiiift in 
support of the Arab cause. It 
praised France's attitude toward 
the Palestine issue and said it reit- 
erated the need for international 
action to stabilize peace in the 
.vliddle East. The paper hq)ed 
that France’s present attitude 
would guide NVestem Eurofie in 
framing a new resolution of the 
.vliddle East crisis. The paper said 
it was convinced that Western 
Europe could play this role easily 
and successfully. 

Writing on the stale's concern 


for a strong and powerful armed 
forces, Al BUad expressed the 
hope that the new graduates from 
the King Abdul Aziz Academy 
would provide a nudeus in serving 
their faith, their sovereign and 
thmrhomeland. That Defense and 
Aviation .vlinister Prince Sultan 
has expressed his admiration of 
the new graduates is proof enough 
tiiat these capable young men are 
the produn of an interplay bet- 
ween tbe nation's resolve and its 
aspiration for tbe future. The 
paper lauded the state's efforts in 
developing the country’s armed 
forces to provide a strong defense 
to Arab and Islamic causes. 

Al Nadwa concentrated on the 
Frendi stand and expressed its 
pro-Arab attitude especially 
toward the Palestine cause. It said 
France has always been in the 
forefront of the big powers sup- 
pox^ the causes of emerging 
nations. On this occasion, the 
paper urged the need for in tensi^- 
ing cooperation with France in 


particular and with Europe in 
general. A fruitful cooperation in 
different fields between the Arab 
world and Europe could be 
instrumental in biingiog about 
international peace and progress 
on firm foundations away from the 
destructive currents, the* paper 
^d. 

Commenting on the American 
sudden shift from denouncing the 
settlements poli^ of Israel, Al 
Jfarak said the U.S. administra- 
tion's abrupt decision was nothing 
but the outcome of the Zionist 
pressure which dominates almost 
all walks of life in the U.S. The 
econoouc, political and adtninis- 
irative weight of the Jews in 
America influences the American 
decisions, it said. The paper said 
there was a strong link between 
the U.S. badting away and the 
forthcoming presidential elections 
intheU.S. The Zionist influence is 
so great that it can turn all die Jews 
from voting in favor of President 
Carter in the upcouting elections, 
the paper added.

The Vikings and the Arabs

LONDON — When the Arab traveler and 
writer, Ibn Fadlan, first set eyes on a group of 
Vildag mcrclunts on the !Uver Volga to Rus- 
sia in 922, be was dearly impressed: “I have 
De\'er seen more peif^ physical specimens, 
tall as date palms, blonde and ruddy; they 
wear neither tunics nor caftans but the men 
wear a garment whidi covers one side of the 
body and leaves a band free. Eadi man has an 
axe, a sword, and a knife and keeps eadi by 
him at all times." 

Ibn Radian's description is induded in the 
cadiibhion on The Vikings vdiidi has opened 
at rhe British .vluseum In London and con- 
tinues until 20 July. Ihe two factors which 
struck Ibn Fadlan most the Vikings* physi- 
cal strength and their weaponry ~ are the 
image most peofrie have.,(tf these Nonhem 
Sca^inavian tribes who ntigraiedasfar West 
as America and as far East as Tastibkem bet- 
ween the ninth and eleveotii centuries. In the 
West,, p^colarly in Britain, they were prin- 
cipally pirates and raiders who plundered the 
land..i:TOtaQy luDed the tatwes, xxped the 
women, stole dr demanded boo^ and even- 
Rialiy formed settlements to farm the land. 

In the E^t. however, any raids across the 
- Caspian Sea or in the vfedherranean were 
successfully repulsed by the tedinicaUy 
superior Arabs and Byzantines, who were 
also mote politicaUy oentr^ized and tmtted at 
tiiat time. There is an inscription in the exhib- 
ition from an 1 1 th century headstone in Swe- 
den commemorating an expedition to the 
CaHphate Baghdad: 

* 'They fared Ske men far ef ter gtUdt 

And in tite east gore the ee^efood. 

They £ed seadivterd in the land qf 5ara • 
eens. ' ' 

Some Vikings who were not killed 
remained to serve as mercenaries in the army 
at the court of Byzantium and in 1000 AO 
formed an impet^ guard. 


But mainly they decided it was more pro- 
fitable to trade with Arab merdiants who 
traveled by caravan from south and east to do 
business in Russian bazaars or the Caspian 
Sea ports. Apart from them "fire- 

worshippers" or "heathens", the vfuslim 
Arabs and Qufrtian Byzantines alike called 
them "Rus**, that is foreigners trading from 
the North. The Vikings would bring furs, 
slaves, wax and Frankish swords, risking the 
long and daitgcrous journey froin the North 
for the sake the luxuries that tite advanced 
and sophisticated Eastern countries could 
offer embroidered silks, gold belts, glass, 
pottery, bronze vessels, and above all, silver 
and gdd. 

Well over 60,000 Arabic coins, minted in 
Egypt, Damascus, Isfahan, Be^dad and 
Talent, have been dug up in Viking-age 
ardieolo^caJ excavations in Scandinavia, 
and even jn Britain and Ireland. Ihis the 
' main ^cc« of silver for the osimtatiouVand ' ^ 
heav)' jewellery the Viking so loved. One ' 
gold necklace in the exhibition weighs over 2 
kilos — They used their dress as a means of 
showing off Aeir wealth: a inaa's riches were 
measured by the amount of oniamentation 
he and his uife wore. As Ibn Fadlan noted of 
some merchants: 

"Round her neckehe wears gold or silver 
rings; when a man amasses 10,000 dirtiams 
he makes his wife one gold ring; when he has 
20,000 he makes tw^ and so the woman gets 
a new ring for every 1 0,000 dirhms her hus- 
band acquires, and often a woman has many 
of these rings”, .vlany of the coins were 
melted down to make arm bands, necklaces, 
and brooches. Ihere are plenty of examples 
in the exhibition at the British vluseum. 

Also oa display are a few Arab items taken 
back to Scandinavia and used regularly by a 
Viking family. Illustrated here is a bronze 
flask niifa an Arabic fnscription: moreimpre- 
ssive is a bronze brazier designed in die tom 
of a mosque, decorated in Persian stjie. 



Inscribed beneadi the handle in Arabic is "in 
the name of Allah the merdfuT*. this was 
made in Baghdad around 800 AD and exca- 
vated in Abyn, Sweden. 

One of the most interesting exhibits H a 
full-scale reproduction of a wooden house, 
the type found at Hedeby, the most ioyior- 
tant \hjdflg port in the North. Hedeby was 
then part ^ Deninark but is in modern-day 


Germany. Arab travelers and traders fbund 
tbeir way diat far north, for we have account 
of Ibrahim at- fhrtushi who visited Hedeby in 
95U. We have him to thank for the knowledge 
that: 

"...ihe inhabitanis* principal food is fish 
whidi is very plentiful. The people often 
throw a newborn child into the sea rather 
than maintain it." He also noted, disapprov- 


ingly one feels, that the women wore eye 
make-up and had the right to claim a divorce 
any time they wanted. 

Other Arabs found the Vikings rude, 
coarse and dangerous. And Ibn Fadlan. so 
admiring of some Vilting qualities, must have 
had mixed feelings for on another occassion 
he described them as "the dirtiest of God's 
creatures...and they do not wash themselves 


after- sex". 

rhe exhibition shows us the home life of 
the Vikings, their masterful skill in ship- 
building (the first sight to greet you on arrival 
at the British \luseum is a splendid Viking 
long-ship with dragon mast-head), their 
strange burial rites, their helmets and 
weapons and their art.

LONDON, viardi 7 (AP) — As many as 
25 London police officers, induding some as 
high-ranking as divisional commander, could 
be charged with cornipdon in a major crack- 
down on “bent coppers," cockney slang for 
corrupt cops, a retiring police dtief says. 

rhe statement by Ardiur Hambleton, who 
retired as chief constable of Dorset G>unt last 
week, brought into focus a long, controversial 
investigation into what insiders say is an 
organized web of police graft It also stocked 
public dbquiet about Britain's traditionally 
upright bobbies. 

Apart from corruption allegations, there 
are mounting demands for an inquiry into the 
deaths of some 273 persons in police custody 
over the last decade. 

Hambleton dedared in a British Broad- 
casting Corp. interview he was “absolutely 
staggered" at the extent of alleged corruption 
among London’s bobbies, induding elite 


Scotland ^ard crime teains owce hailed as 
incorruptible. 

Altogether 8U officers "up to very high 
rank" in London's 22,(lUO'meinber met- 
ropolitan police and the tiny dty of London 
force whiiA covers the capitaf s finandal dis- 
trict are being investigated, he disdosed. 

Hambleton was, until his retirement, in 
charge of Operation Countryman, the biggest 
investigation into police corruption in British 
police history. 

rhe allegations are not new. Twenty of 
London officers jailed a few years ago in a big 
cleanup and some 4UU officers have been 
dismissed or forced to resign. 

But the allegations are the most serious 
yet; helping gangsters plan holdups in which 
men were killed, taking rakeoffs, falsely 
accusing innocent men and altering evidence. 

Hamblcton's disclosures were the first 
public statement by a Countryman officer 


since the probe began 18 nondis ago and 
underlined growing concern about why it's 
taking so long to produce results. 

One source hinted that Hambleton is seek- 
ing to put authorities on the spot by publidy 
indicating the scale of the investigation. 

"If nothing happens the people at the top 
know that there will inevitably be allegations 
of whitewash and coverup," the source 
explained. 

So fer action has only been taken against a 
handful of officers. Seven have been sus- 
pended. Five have been diaiged, the highest 
rank a detective chief inspector— and he was 
deared earlier this month. None has yet been 
convicted. 

Countryman's slow pogress has triggered 
reports of sabotage and coverups by London 
detectives. Hambleton guardely noted that 
senior detectives “bad not been helpfuT' to 
Countryman's 80 investigators.

Guerrillas fight police in Salvador streets 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador vlarch 7 
(AP) — Leftist guerrillas moved into three 
western neighborhoods of the capital, held 
streets for a vriiile and fought gun battles with 
police, witnesses said. 

Police said an undetermined number of 
guetrillas were killed. The police did not say 
if they suffered any casualties. 

The leftists were not further identified. 

It was not known If the guerrilla action was 


related to Thursday's declaration ofa state of 
siege and the announcement of an agrarian 
reform law. 

A presidential palace spokesman told 
reporters the junta issued a decree suspend- 
ing constitutional guarantees for 3U days and 
imposing a “state of siege," a inild form of 
martial law. throughout the couuuy. 

The state of siege permits police to arrest 
people and search premiseswithoui warrants. 


Gandhi appoints former foe 
to petroleum minister post 


NEW DELHI. India, \4arch 7 ( AP) — 
Prime .\finister Indira Gandhi on Friday 
appointed a former opponent, Veerendra 
Patil, to her cabinet. 

Pad], 56, was sworn in as Petroleum and 
Chemicals .vlinister by President Neelam 
Sanjiva Reddy at the presidential palace. 

Fadl was the second cabinet rank minis- 
ter sworn 'into office this week. His 
appointment fills one of 12 vacancies in 
her cabinet, whidi should have 29 mem- 
bers. 

He was a leader of the opposition 
Janata Party and unsuccessfully contested 
against Gandhi in Nov. 1978 in a special 
election to the previous parliament. 

PatU jumped to Gandhfs Congress 
Party last year and won a seat from 
eUmataka st&tt, southern India, during 
the January nationwide election whidi 
returned her. to power. He is a former 
Chief .vlinister of tvamataka. 

.Vleanwhile, police arrested 36 persons 
Thursday who were aUege^y involved In a 


Feb. 25 attack on an eastern Indian village 
whidi left 14 untouchables dead, the 
United News of India reported. 

The untouchables were gunned down 
and their homes set ablaze by a mob of 
upper caste Hindus in Pipra village, Bihar 
state. 

The inddent created a public uproar 
after leading newspapers published 
photographs of the victims, some of whom 
were badly ebarred by the fire. 

UNI quoted police superiutendeac S. iC. 
Sinha as saying the 36 suspects were 
arrested in a village near Pipra along with 
25 others who were found in possession of 
a large quantity of arms. 

Survivors of the attack were asked to 
identify their assailants in police Lineups, 
he said. 

The Bihar state govemment announced 
after the killings a package of measures, 
induding a "punitive tax" on residents 
where atrodties OHXur in a bid to curb 
them. 


prohibit street rallies and demonstratioas and 
impose press censorship.

A spokesman at the presidential palace 
said the majority of the expropriated land- 
holdings were being occupied by troops to 
prevent owners from Jama^ng proper^ or 
removing equipment. 

The spokesiTian said 70 of the larger prop- 
erties were occupied by troops In die early 
morning, even before the new law was 
announced, and most of the proprietors 
abandoned their land, fheresioftheproper- 
ties were gradually beingoccupiedduring the 
day.

Cuban prisoners mistreated, report says 


WASHrNCrON, vlarcii 7, (AP) — An 
Organization of American States report says 
there are about 1 ,000 political prisoners in 
Cuba, some of whom suffer from aburivc 
treatment, inadequate diet and lack of medi- 
cal attentioD. 

The 49-page report, prepared by the OAS* 
Inter-American Commission on human 
rights, says inform tation received from a var- 
iety of sources reflects “the gravity <3f the 


situation" Cuban prisoners face. 

The commission said it could not deter- 
mine the exact number of political pxisoners 
because Cuba has refused to cooperate with 
OAS investigators. 

Its estimate of 1,000 was based on public 
statements by Cuban officiaU. Some of these 
piisoners are serving sentences for crimes 
committed under the regime of President 
Fulgencio Batista, it said.

BA.SGKOiC, Thailand, March 7 (AP) 
— Ihe United Nations coordinator of the 
Sa iCaew refugee camp has called for the 
remo^ of a Pol Pot officer vdio is said to 
be ordering the beatings of refugees and 
intimidating them to retum to fight in 
Cambodia.

“Khmer Rouge" is a term used to 
designate the forces of ousted Premier Pol 
Pot. who for four years ruled Cambodia 
with a policy of terror. 


The report said the great majority of pris- 
oners take part in a rehabilitation program 
under whidi they agree to conform to social- 
ist prindples in exdiange for preferential 
treatment and early release. 

But the so-called "plantados" — those 
who refuse to accept reh^ilhation — are the 
source of^'the greatest international concern 
b^use of the severe mistreatment they suf- 
fer,'* the report said. 

- ' .Most of the commission's information was 
derived &om letters smuggled out of Cuban 
prisons and from the testimony of some 6t the 
3,600 political prisoners who were released 
over the past year and sent to live ini exile. 

Ihe commission dted an unattribured 
report received in Novemeber 1978 on tiie 
condition of the ^'plantados:" 

“ Ihey are not men, they are ghosts, skele- 
tons covered vrith skin, they are worse than 
those photos of the Nazi concentration camps 
that hoirified the world... The state of mal- 
nutrition, the generalized anemia keeps 
many Aese unhappy people ina condition 
of total prostration, without enough energy 
even to stand up.

Turkey rents foreign refinery 
to boost plants production 


ANKARA, vlarch 7 (R) — The Turk- 
ic government has rented the country’ s 
second-largest refinery from tfae foreign 
oil companies whidi own it in an attempt 
to boost the plant's production, an energy 
ministry spokesman said. 

The . spokesman Thursday said tiie 
state-owned Turkish Petroteum Organ- 
ization (TFAO) would from now on 
import crude for the Atas Refinery in the 
.Mediterranean town of Mersin and pay 
the foreign companies to refine it. 

The refinery is owned by Mobil, B.P., 
Shell and a private Turkish company. For 
the past two years, following FUrkeys 
serious econoRUC difficulties, it has been 
operating at less than 30 per cent capadty 
because Mobil and B.P. stoji^ed imrK^rt- 


ing crude when the government could no 
longer pay them in hard currency. 

Hie part of the refinery owned by Shell 
and the Turkish firm is not affected by the 
latest move. They do not import crude but 
merely refine lo^y-extracted <nl, which 
accounts for all current production. 

The ministry spokesman said the TPAO 
would pay a fixed price for every ton of 
crude refined at Atas. 

The move was aimed at bringing the 
refinery up to its production e^adty of 
4.4 million tons a year, he added. 

Oil iodustiy sources said the renting 
agreement was for an initial three months. 

Spokesmen for the foreign oil com- 
panies were not immediately available for 
comment on the new agreement 


Algeria levies gas ^exploration fee’ 


PARIS, March 7 (AP) — Algeria’s 
state-owned Sonatrach CMl Coiupany is 
seeldng to impose an “exploration 
for itsliquefied natural gas expors similar 
to the $ threc-per-bairel fee r^ndy 
imposed on crude cxl shipinents, Freadi 
oil industry sources said. 

Thw sources said the exploration fee is 
pan of new financial tenns Algeria bseek- 
ing during the renegotiation of all — pres- 
ent and future — natureal gas export con- 
tracts. A inajor Algerian client is the U.S. 
El Paso Company. 

The levy on oil luay be recouped by aa 
company for exploration on Algerian ter- 
ritory in agreement virith Sooatrad]. 

Other terms are said to indude a new 
base price of about $6 per million British 
thermal units — I. (KID cubic feet — index- 
ing the base price to that of crude oil, and 
standardizing escalation dauses in the 
contracts, the sources said. 

Algeria has long maintained that its gas 
export price, ranging up to$3 per MBTU, 
was too low. Abo Dhabi, for exainple, 
curreatly is char^g over $5 per lUiUioa 
BTU. 


The offidal Algerian News Agenqr said 
that a new, higher ininimum price would 
encourage and stimulate iovestments in 
exploration and development of gas. 

The difference' in price with crude oil 
“is no longer sustainable at a time wiien it 
is becoiuing more and more important in 
tile ecoDOiDies of tbe industrialized 
nations and that deinand for gas exceeds 
offers,” the agency said. 

Liquefied gas contracts, revised every 
four years, have different indexation 
clauses based on prices of various fiiel oils 
on various markets. 

vfajor customets whose contracts are 
being renegotiated are believed to indude 
the United States, France. West Ger- 
many, the Netherlands and Belgium. 

France's state‘-nin Gaz de Prance con- 
firmed earlier this week that Sonatradi 
was seeking to double its gas price to $6 
per MBFU. retroactive to Jan. I, 1980.

Reserves over-produced 

Libya eyes lower oil output 


FRIPOH, March 7 (R)— Ubya’s U.S.- 
trained Oil Minister. Abdu Salem Zagaar 
said that his country’s future oil production 
would depend on the results of tedinical 
studies now under way. But Libya does not 
want to destabilize the West with production 
cuts, he added. 

“Look at production from a national point 
of view.” he said in an interview. ”Our 
reserves have been over-produced for the 
past five or eight years and a decrease in 
production is u^er study. If technical studies 
prove we have to decrease it. to dose some 
fields, we shall do so.” 

Zagaar said current Libyan production was 
at 2.1 million barrels a day, but declined to 
estimate future output. 

“It is not our intention to destaWize the 
West, or the East, but oil is a commodity 
existing on the market and affected by infla- 
tion, supply and demand, the cost of alterna- 
tives,” he said. 

Zagaar insisted that the increase in his 
countr/soil pricefromS14.S0toS36 in little 
more than a year was a response to inflation, 
not the cause of it. 


He said if consuming countries acted to 
curb inflation, future increases could at least 


come regularly and not erratically as in the 
recent past. 

“We need tu sitdown together and look for 
a fonnula for regularizing prices,’’ he said, 
mentioning possible indexation nith a basket 
of currendes or products. 

Zagaar said their \^cis no immediate inieih 
tion on Libya's pan to use oil as a poUtiml 
weapon to combat the Egyptian- Israeli 
accords. 

But he said if the Arab nation as a whole 
thought it was necessary, it mi^t do so. 

And referring to the United States, one of 
Libya's major oil customers, he said“I would 
be a hypocrite if I said we were comfortaUe 
with them, felt 100 per cent ready to shake 
hands with ihem.” 

Asked why his predecessor. Ezzedin .Mab- 
rouk, had been r^Iaced last January after 10 
years as cni minister. Zagaar said there had 
been crindsm of the slowpaoc of Libyanisa- 
tion of the oil industry and a feeling that a 
more tedinical approach was needed. 

He confirmed reports that Mabrouk had 
been ousted after a stormy meeting of the 
ruling General People's Congress, but dis- 
missed reports that the former minister was 
involved in current investigations of top level 
corruption among Libyan authorities.

The prime minister s comments came after 
scores of British athletes earlier this week 
voted in fevor of partidpatiog in .vlbsocw 
despite a government effort to persuade diem 
to stay away as a protest agmnst Soviet milit- 
ary intervention in Afghanistan.

Revolutionary Council takes charge 


Iran’s militants to release hostages 


TEHRAN, .vlarch 7. (R) — Iran's ruling 
Rcvoludonaiy Council prepared ioaccept49 
American hostages Friday after the Muslim 
students holding them at the U.S. Embassy 
here offered to hand them over. 

The authorities, apparently surprised by 
the student decision, agreed to take them at a 
Revolutionary Council meeting Thursday 
night. 

The move paved the way for a visit to the 
hostages by a five-member international 
U.N. Commission in Tehran with a two-part, 
brief to investigate the alleged crimes of the 
ex-Shah of Iran and to check the hostages' 
condition. 


But sources close to the commission said 
the proposed visit might include questioning 
hostages on the United States' role in the 
Shah's regime. 

Revolutionary Council spokesman Hassan 
Habibilas quoted by the official PARS news 
agency as saying the commission would see 
the hostages as witnesses. 

The students, who said the council must 
remove the hostages from the occupied com- 
pound if it accepted responsibility for them, 
said they expected large demonscrations in 
support of their anti- American stand outside 
the U.S. embassy Friday. 

Sources close to the students said the offer 


to hand over the hostages to government con- 
trol was considered as a dalleoge to the 
Revolutionary Council rather than a climb- 
down by the militants. 

The sources said the authorities were now 
faced with the choie of continuing to defy the 
United States by holding the Americans or of 
risking unpopularity by releasing them. 

Officially the hostages can be released only 
by Iran's Pariiaraent, due to be elected this 
month an d meet in late April. That decision 
was made by Iran's rev^utionaiy leader, 
Ayatollah Khomeini. 

The students insbted Thursday that their

After release from Dominican embassy 

Austrian official calls for end to occupation 


VIENNA, Mardi. 7 (R) — Austrian 
Ambassador Edgar Selzer. held hostage for 
eight days with other diplomats at the 
Dominican Republic embassy in Bogota, 
returned home Friday and called for a peace- 
ful end to the embassy occupation by left- 
wing guerrillas. 

Ihc guerrillas of the .v1-l9 group occupy- 
ing the embassy released Selzer Thursday 
because his wife w’as seriously ill in Austria. 

'* My strongest wish is that those who are 
able to do something good will try with all 
peaceful means to solve this affair." the 
exhausted ambassaor told reporters at Vie- 
nna Airport. 

"anything else could end in catastrophe." 

In Bogota, the guerrillas holding 14 
ambassadors and other hostages insist on the 
release of 3 1 1 leftists from jail have virtually 


abandoned their demand for$ 50 million, a 
government official reported. 

Direct negotiations between the govern- 
ment and guerrillas are to have resumed Fri- 
day, Foreign .Minister Diego Uribe Vargas 
told reporters following a meeting with Pres- 
ident Julio Cesar Turbay Ayala. Talks were 
held Sunday and Wednesday in a van parked 
near the Dominican Republic embassy and 
have continued intermittently by telephone. 

A high-level government official said 
Thursday that n^otiaiions have centei'ed on 
the guerrillas' demand that 311 alLgcd polit- 
ical prisoners be released. 

The official, who asked not to be identified 
by name, said the-guerrillas “have practically 
abandoned" their demand for$ 50 million in 
ransom in exchange for the safe release of the

hostages, seized 10 days ago during a dip- 
lomatic reception. 

“ They won't give in on their demand that 
their comrades be given freedom. But the 
government cannot give in without violating 
the constitution and laws of the republic," 

he said. 

The government denies it holds any politi- 
cal prisoners and says any guerrillas in jail are 
there for crimes they committed and not for 
political beliefs. Colombia's constitution 
permits the president to issue pardons only 
for politicaJ prisoners. 

A military source said the armed forces 
support the govemmenifs stand against the 
guerrillas, who belong to .vl-l9, or .Move- 
ment 1 9. which takes its name from the April 
19, 1980 presidential elections the group 
claims were rigged. 


Storms rips oil tanker in half off Brittany 


BREST, France. March 7 (R) — Three 
bodies were picked up at sea and five crew- 
men were missing after an 18.U00-ton oil 
tanker brokein two in a storm off the north- 
ern Brittany coast Friday, Brest port 
authorities said. 

Thirty-one members of the crew from the 
Madagascar-registered ‘d tanker Tattio were 
rescued by helicopter, they said. 

Tanker's captain and his first mate, both 
French, were among the missing, the 
authorities said. 

The Tamo was carrying a cargo of 26,000 
tons of fuel oil from the West German port of 


Wilhlemshaven to Qvita Yecchia, Italy, when 
it ran into a gale. 

The tanker split in two parts which soon 
drifted several miles apart. 

Between 2,000 and 3,000 tons of oil 
gushed from the hold and was floating in 
rough seas of the Batz Island, the authorities 
said. 

French navy helicopters took the survivors 
to Brest's military airfield while pollution 
fighting tug-boats ru^ed to the scene. 

The dead men were picked up by a French 
trawler heading for die northern Brittany 


fishing port of Roscoff. 

French fleet air arm coastal paitrol - ' air- 
craft and helicopters were searching for the 
missing men and Freodi and British ships 
were standing by to help. 

The Tojuo shipwreck occurred less than a 
year after a colli^on of two oil tankers — the 
Liberian-registered Grno and the Bergen- 
based Teah Caston — and 1 8 months after the 
w'orld's worst shipping disaster, the sinking of 
the laiikerAiiioco Co&. writh 220,005 tons of 
crude oil. 

Both accidents caused heavy oil pollution 
on the Brittany coast. 


Intensive treatment continuing 


Tito’s doctors report condition still stable 


LJUBLJAN.A. Vugoslavia, March 7, (R) 
— President Tito's condition remains 
unchanged and intensive medical treatment 
is continuing, his doctors said Friday. 

There has been no further deterioration in 
the health of (he 87-year-old Yugoslav leader 
since a weakening of his heart was reponed 
last Sunday. Since then, his cbndition has 
been virtually unchanged. 

President Tito, whose left leg was ampu- 
tated on Jan. 20, to relieve an artery block- 


age, is also suffering from kidney failure. 
Doctors have made no reference to a simul- 
taneous attack of pneumonia since Tuesday, 
when they said it was subsiding. 

Friday's inedicafbulletin said, " the general 
state of health of President of the Republic 
Josip Broz Tito remains essentially 
unchanged also today. Intearive treatment is 
continuing." 

A medical bullcda on Tuesday said the 


pneumonia had started to subside, and there 
have been no further references to bleeding. 
This has led to a widespread belief that doc- 
tors have been able to stabilize his condition. 

Since Wednesday, they have avoided using 
the word “grave" in describing his condition 
in the daily bulletins. But offldals said the 
description still applied. 

Friday's bulletin said his conditon 
“remains essentially unchanged also today," 
with intensive treatment continuing. 


Gold takes sharp dive; dollar gains 


LONDON. .March 7 (R) — The price of 
gold and other metals, booming recently in an 
atmosphere of international tension and loss 
of confidence in paper money, fell back Fri- 
day and gold dropped particularly sharply. 

At one stage, gold fell to S600 dollars an 
ounce for the first time since the wild price 
fluctuations of January. 

Some people in financial circles were won- 
dering whether the recent rush to buy metal 
and other commodities — anything which 
looked like safe investments — might be 
over. 

Dealers on world markets said the fail in 
metals wjs caused by the new strength of the 
dollar, boasted bv currently high interest 


rates jn the United States, and by hopes of a 
breakthrough over the U.S. hostages in Iran. 

A report by the West German metals con- 
cern Degussa. predicted Friday however that 
the current retreat in gold prices would not 
last long. 

Degussa said in its latest monthly report 
that the ojntinued worldwide inf lationary 
trend must in the long term give the gold price 
a new impulse. 

Pri me rates had put the dollar bs ;k on solid 
ground, a reversal in the deveiop.nent could 
arise, driving up the gold price if the U.S. 
authorities did not take urgent anti- 
inflationary measures. Degussa said. 

At the height of the gold craze in January 


the metal reached a record $875 an ounce. 
.Many ordinary people queued to buy small 
quantities as a personal stake against uncer- 
tain times. 

Later that month, wild price fluctuations 
saw gold suddenly drop back to $600 before 
rising again, and this may have frightened 
some investors away.

Justice Irving Kirsdienbaom commented 
Thursday in .Manhattan Supreme Court, a 
state trial court, during arguments over 
vriiefoer Iran can sue former Shah .Moham- 
mad Reza Pahiavi for $ 56.5 bfllion in actual 
and punitive damages for money he allegedly 
stole during his reign. 

Kirschenbaum stressed that he had not 
made up his mind on foe jurisdictional ques- 
tion and said he would not issue a decision 
until attorneys for both sides present further 
legal papers.
